{ters; alſo Turtle of divers forts , Manatee and divers 
other ſorts . In the Aire is great diverficy of Fowtes, 
Ducks of ſeverall ſorts, Wildgeefe , Pidgeon , Parret , 
Mackow , Turtle doves , Goaling , Curlews , Pafſo , Fle- 
min#%v , Herne , Peacocke , Colloocs , Cohooes , Tur- 
keyes, cockes and hennes , Black birdes, and divers other 
forts both ſmall and great very plentifull.

beit in Englnd. potatoes yield an exceeding, encreale, 
and are very delicious for mens eating, , being farre- » 
more pleaſing to the pallate, and wholiome to- the 
ftomack th:re , where they eat them freſh out ofthe 
ground , then they are here, when they are broughe 
over; and the reaſon is , becau.e they are commonly two 
or three moneths old betore they bee eaten ; and if 
there they are kept bar 11x dayes after they are out of 
the ground , they are citcemed fic only for the Hogges : 
Potatoes are alſo extraordinary ulctull for divers forts 
of Cattell in the rontes , or ſlipes, upon which , and the 
generall food of the Cuntrey ulually give n to Hogs , doth 
yeeld the taſt of the Purke much more ſweet and pleaſ ng 
then ours in England, and indeed is as palatiome and 
nouriſhing, as Mutton hear. Plantanes in foure acres will 
in its kind, ſerve a Family of twenty perſons, both for 
meat and drinke; which drinke is pleaſant, quick, nourih- 
ing, trong , and likeſome Wines ; Plantanes are a very 
excellence frvte whereot uſe moy bee made in fixteene or 
eightecne ſeverall diſhes of different talte, yet every one 
pleaſant to the pallate, wholſome to the ſtomack, hearty 
and very nouriſhing to the body ; they do make good 
bread puddings, ta-ts :and _ a fine flower for pancakes. 
Caſlavia is the root ofa Tree which is a very good and 
hearty food, roſted in the fire ſtewed , baked, or boyled, 
it ycelds likewiſe a very pure flower , which makes bread 
eo victuoll Ships, that will keepe for Shippes ſtore ſome 
yeares, and contin ue very good .

The Turtle of che Land is a Beait; ve- 
r; good , whoielome , and pleaſant ticſh tor meat ; of 
which there is rea onable itore. Tilboa is a Creature, 
the fieſh whereof cateth like Biefe , and is almolt as big 
as an Oxe; theie about the Sea coalt are ſomwhat rare 
but up in the Country by I:4ian and ſome Ez':ſþ relatis 
ons , much more plentitull. As for Fiſh, ic would be- 
to tedious to relace the nature and quality of every par- 
ticular fart ; we ſhall only make a rrue relation of ſome 
of the cheifect, The Hog-tiſh is much better then our 
Salmon , and is in taſt exceeding pleaiant , it is a Ibroad 
red fiſh , and about the bigneſſe of an ordinary Sa mon; 
from which fiſh being rotted , a pint of pure fate hath 
dropped; which fatte is good for diverſe uſes to dreſle 
victualls. Rockfiſh is of ſeverall ſizes , ordinarily as 
big as a Codfiſly, and ſome are much bigger, and is bet» 
ter then a Codfiſh. Snappers are about the bignetle 
of a Salmon , and are as good as the Hogfilh. Gropers 
are about the ſize ot a Codiiſh, and as good and rather 
better. Porgies are in goodnelle neere to that of 
the Hogfhh but not above halte ſo big. Me.f:\h is as 
big as the Porygie, and not much inferiour to ic in good- 
nelſe. Of the Sea Turtle fiſh, very nach may be {poken , in 
poynt ot ics goodnes; it is a Creature living in the Sea, & 
feeding upon the gralle growing in the bottome of the Sea, 
whereof there is plenty, the ficlh of this creature is very 
good , and cates much lize Veale; this meat our of a hid- 
den quality, is very medicinall for the cure of the Dieaſcs
